the awarding of the 2009 Emergency Homeless Prevention Grants. The 
Housing Trust has increased this year’s funding by $87,500 over last 
year given the significant demand for homeless prevention interven- 
tion. Eleven Santa Clara County providers will each receive a grant of 
$12,500 to assist low-income individuals and families with one-time 
rental assistance to prevent eviction or deposit assistance to move 
families into stable housing. 

“In the current difficult economic times, we believe that helping 
to prevent homelessness is an important role for the Housing Trust,” 
said Executive Director Kevin Zwick. “That is the reason our Board 
of Directors has stepped up and increased our commitment to this grant 
program. More than ever, funders must increase their support of local 
service providers.” 

The experience of the grant recipients is consistent with the recently 
released report of the Silicon Valley Council of Nonprofits (SVCN) 
which indicates that nonprofit agencies are facing diminishing funding 
sources at the same time that need for their services is growing. For 
example, Sunnyvale Community Services is experiencing a record 
number of families and seniors seeking services. 

Since 2001, the Housing Trust has helped over 7,200 households 
find a home of their own. The First-Time Homebuyer Program has 
helped over two thousand families buy their first home in Santa Clara 
County. In addition, the Trust has enabled the development of hundreds 
of units of affordable rental housing and created over one thousand units 
for homeless and special needs housing.

Barack Obama’s administration wants a new, more collaborative 
relationship with Central America, U.S. Vice President Joe Biden told 
leaders at a regional summit in the Costa Rican capital. “From the 
beginning of the administration we wanted to show that we want to 
start new ties with our neighbors, based on mutual respect and to lis- 
ten before talking,” Biden said in San Jose. And while he said that the 
common policy of the United States and the region will be built upon 
mutual consultations like that in San Jose, he asked for “patience and 
understanding” in dealing with matters of concern to the area. 

“I hope they are convinced of the sincerity of my government to 
change the dynamic,” the U.S. vice president said at a press conference 
following talks with leaders of Nicaragua, Honduras, Panama, El Sal- 
vador, Guatemala, Belize and Costa Rica. “We want direct, immediate 
and personal contact with each of the leaders and each of the countries 
in the region,” Biden said. 

Emigrants, he noted, leave their countries because they see bet- 
ter opportunities elsewhere, and urged the presidents of the area to 
strengthen their economies and reduce the social and economic gaps 
in their countries to combat the problem where it originates. Central 
America proposed the renewal and extension of the Temporary Pro- 
tected Status that now benefits some 300,000 Salvadoran, Honduran 
and Nicaraguan immigrants in the United States, along with a new 
immmigration policy and long-term regional accords.

Indígena mexicana crea asociación 
por derechos de la mujer 


La activista indígena mexicana 
Eufrosina Cruz, a la que se impidió 
ser candidata a la alcaldía de su 
comunidad por ser mujer, presentó 
una asociación para promover los 
derechos de las mujeres y niñas 
indígenas de México. La asociación 
Quiego (Queremos Unir Integrando 
por la Equidad y Género a Oaxaca) 
pretende “acompañar a las mujeres 
para que no tengan miedo y para 
que nadie robe su dignidad”, explicó 
la activista. La asociación quiere 
promover talleres sobre derechos 
humanos y de las mujeres con el fin 
de mejorar la calidad de vida de las 
indígenas de la sierra sur del estado 
de Oaxaca, uno de los más pobres 
de México. 

Además, busca financiación 
para habilitar un albergue comuni- 
tario donde las niñas de Oaxaca pue- 
dan tener acceso a educación media 
y superior y una opción alternativa 
al matrimonio, que la mayoría de 
veces pactan sus progenitores.

Lideres del G20 intentan superar crisis 


Los líderes del G-20 llegaron 
a un acuerdo para intentar superar 
la crisis económica, que incluye 
una reforma del sistema financiero 
y un fondo de 1 billón de dólares 
(743.000 millones de euros) para 
los organismos multilaterales, 
según anunció el primer ministro 
británico, Gordon Brown. “Este 
es el día en que el mundo se unió 
para luchar conjuntamente contra 
la recesión global”, dijo Brown 
en una intervención ante la prensa 
tras finalizar la cumbre del G-20 
en Londres, que no fija nuevos es- 
tímulos para impulsar la economía 
y sólo se refiere a ellos de forma 
genérica. 

El acuerdo se alcanzó tras du- 
ras negociaciones entre los países 
que, como Alemania y Francia, 
daban prioridad a la regulación del 
sistema financiero internacional y 
los que, como EE.UU., abogaban 
por estímulos fiscales para impul- 
sar la economía.

Muros de impunidad en Guatemala

La puesta en libertad de un ex fiscal guatemalteco que investigó delitos 
de acto impacto mediante una “ridícula” fianza de unos 1,900 dólares, ha 
puesto de nuevo en evidencia en el país centroamericano que la esperanza 
de romper los muros de la impunidad y la corrupción que impera en las altas 
esferas públicas, se pone cuesta arriba, pese a la asistencia de la Comisión 
Internacional Contra la Impunidad (CICIG), que dirige el jurista español 
Carlos Castresana. Ya el pasado 30 de enero tras una visita oficial a Gua- 
temala, el relator especial de la Organización de Naciones Unidas Sobre 
Independencia de Jueces y Abogados, el argentino Leandro Despouy, había 
denunciado las deficiencias del sistema de justicia y recomendó la creación 
de un Ministerio para combatir la impunidad y el crimen organizado. 

Y según Castresana, quien lleva un año en el país al frente de la 
CICIG, patrocinada por las Naciones Unidas con el apoyo del gobierno, 
“las raíces de la impunidad están muy hundidas en las instituciones del 
Estado” y “Guatemala por sí sola no puede combatir ese flagelo”. Fiscales, 
jueces, abogados, empresarios, políticos, policías, militares y periodistas 
forman parte de la “amalgama” de personajes que avalan o son parte de 
los muros de impunidad en Guatemala, donde según el jurista español, 
habá necesidad de hacer un “exorcismo” al sistema de justicia para sacar 
a ese “demonio”. 

Y es que a Castresana no le cayó en gracia que el ex fiscal de Delitos 
contra la Vida, Alvaro Matus, al que acusa de ser partícipe o avalar la im- 
punidad en un 98% de los delitos que se han cometido en el país, quedase 
en libertad y que los jueces no lo juzgaran por el delito de conspiración 
que le imputó. “Matus era clave en mantener la impunidad” y cuando la 
CICIG lo denuncia lo hace con suficientes pruebas y fundamente, asegura, 
y califica de “una burla” para Guatemala que esté en libertad, pero advier- 
te que “tendrá consecuencias” porque “la parte corrupta y criminal que 
contin'a dentro del Ministerio Público tiene que salir y vamos a sacarlos”. 
En su lucha contra la impunidad en Guatemala, Castresana no está sólo. 
El Presidente de Guatemala, Alvaro Colom y el Movimiento de Derechos 
Humanos, integrado por una veintena de organizaciones sociales, le ha 
respaldado y lo insta a continuar con las investigaciones que desvelen las 
operaciones de las estructuras clandestinas en el país. EFE

La deforestación en la Amazonía ecuatoriana, 
que al año destruye cerca de 200,000 hectáreas de na- 
turaleza virgen, se ha convertido en una seria amenaza 
para la vida de uno de los rincones más biodiversos 
del planeta y crea la espeluznante perspectiva de que, 
en alrededor de 50 años, el país puede verse sin sus 
bosques nativos.

Ecuador con la más alta tasa de de- 
forestación 

El problema de la deforestación en la Amazonía 
de Ecuador es una situación compleja y, según Na- 
talia Bonilla, experta en bosques de la ONG Acción 
Ecológica, “muy grave”, ya que, cada año, se pierden 
por efecto de la extracción maderera cerca de 200,000 
hectáreas de bosques nativos, “lo que coloca a Ecua- 
dor como el país con la más alta tasa de deforestación 
en América Latina”, explicó. La madera es un negocio 
lucrativo: el metro cúbico de algunos tipos de madera 
se puede llegar a vender en el mercado internacional 
a 3,000 dólares, y aún más rentable se vuelve cuando 
se trata de una transacción ilegal que 
no tiene que atender ningún tributo ni 
regenerar el espacio que destruye. 

De acuerdo con la ecologista, 
además del ejercicio de las grandes 
empresas madereras y la falta de con- 
trol ante la explotación, para evaluar 
el problema de la deforestación en 
Ecuador hay que considerar tam- 
bién el ámbito del negocio petrolero 
porque, según explicó, existe una 
deforestación “claramente asociada 
al petróleo”. La construcción de las 
vías que se tienen que abrir, en pleno 
corazón amazónico, para facilitar 
la extracción petrolera conlleva la 
ineludible necesidad de deforestar 
el paisaje, lo que, a su vez, se con- 
vierte en una gran oportunidad para 
la industria maderera. 

Cedro y caoba, en peligro de 
extinción 

Según explicó Bonilla, en esa 
Reserva Nacional existen dos espe- 
cies de árbol cuya madera es muy 
cotizada por la industria: el cedro y 
la caoba, maderas que, actualmente, 
casi sólo se pueden ver en muebles y 
puertas antiguas porque, en estado salvaje, esos árbo- 
les están en un grave peligro de extinción. La amarga 
perspectiva que presenta la deforestación, que supone

uno de los grandes problemas de la conservación del 
planeta, se endulza cuando se encuentran experiencias 
como la de Omar Tello y su Jardín de las Orquídeas, 
un centro de recuperación de la flora amazónica 
que aporta su pequeño destello a los proyectos de 
reforestación y de protección medioambiental. 

Conseguir introducir en el ecosistema especies 
de plantas en peligro de extinción es, según Tello, 
“más difícil que devolver animales” 
a su hábitat natural y, como relató a 
los visitantes de su Jardín, a los que 
acoge con el mismo entusiasmo que 
le dedica a las plantas, la evolución 
de las especies de flora depende 
también de la evolución y la salud 
de los insectos que habitan en su en- 
torno. Después de sufrir numerosas 
plagas de hormigas o saltamontes, 
que atacaban las flores y las raíces, 
con satisfacción y el esbozo de una 
sonrisa, Tello explicó que los mis- 
mos insectos que en los primeros 
momentos impedían el desarrollo 
del ecosistema, ahora, “después de 
casi 30 años”, sustentan la cadena 
alimenticia. 

El Jardín, situado a unos tres 
kilómetros de un centro urbano pron- 
to se verá afectado por la expansión 
de la ciudad, que ahuyentará a los 
animales y restringirá la expansión 
natural del ecosistema. Pese al mila- 
gro de recuperación medioambiental 
que supone el Jardín, la deforestación 
y erosión de la Amazonía ecuatoriana 
no se detiene y produce una herida 
que, como demuestra el trabajo y el enorme corazón 
de Tello, necesita de muchos años y dedicación para 
que deje de sangrar.

El Quelite, Mexico — This 
little town out in the farmlands of 
western Mexico is usually packed 
with visitors. Some come on shore 
excursions from the cruise ships 
docked at Mazatlan about a half- 
hour’s drive away. Others are here 
on day-tours from the luxury hotels 
in Mazatlan. Still others are lo- 
cal folks from villages around the 
region. 

Beyond offering a chance to 
sample the charm of a small colonial 
town right off the travel posters, 
El Quelite (population: 2,000) has 
two unusual attractions that draw 
tourists and locals alike. First is a 
rare Opportunity to watch one of 
the world's oldest ballgames, once 
the national sport of the Aztecs and 
Mayas and before them the Olmecs. 
Now nearly forgotten, the 3,500- 
year-old game of ulama was played 
from the deserts of northern Mexico 
down to the jungles of Honduras. 
The modern-day version, mainly 
just played in El Quelite and a few 
other spots around these parts, pits 
two teams of five or more players 
against each other on a narrow 
court about half as long as a foot- 


ball field. 

The players use their hips to bat 
a nine-pound rubber ball around, the 
object being to keep it in play until 
one team or the other bounces it over 


a goal line. Points are awarded for 
offenses such as hitting the ball out 
of turn, knocking it off the court or 
touching it with body parts other 
than a player’s hips. Like just about 
everything else in the pre-Hispanic 
civilizations, ulama had a religious 
side, too. It was believed that the 
moving ball represented the cosmic 
journey of the sun as it rose up from 
the underworld in the morning and 
returned at night. 

Among incentives to win the 
game, the biggest was simply 
staying alive. Losing teams were

sometimes beheaded. Spectators are 
welcome to watch the game - and 
what amounts to pre-game warmups 
and half-time entertainment - from 
the sidelines of a court in downtown 
El Quelite. When it's over, the 
players (all with their heads still 
attached) go back to their regular 
jobs as doctors, clerks, salespersons, 
farmers and the like. 

El Quelite’s second big attrac- 
tion is El Meson de los Laureanos, a 
hacienda-style restaurant with tables 
spread around colorful gardens 
against a backdrop of singing birds. 
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El Quelite 


The owner is Dr. Marcos Osuna, 
who tries to personally greet every 
customer - the restaurant seats what 
looks like hundreds of people at a 
time - and who is hailed as having 
created the cornerstone of the town's 
tourism success. 

“The Laureanos,” he explains 
to a luncheon group, “were a band 
of thieves in the early 19th century. 
But they were good thieves... they 
robbed travelers to get money for 
insurgents fighting for (Mexico's) 
independence from Spain.” He says 
at least one of his ancestors was in 
the band, hence the name of the 
restaurant. 

Dr. Osuna’s friendly chats with 
his customers sets the pace for the 
rest of the meal, which is served by 
equally friendly waiters. Among 
dozens of meals and snacks on 
Los Laureanos’ menu, one notable 
dish features charcoal broiled quail 
served with avocado, fried beans 
and cactus salad. Another popular 
selection is barbacoa of beef, lamb 
or pork in a light sauce of tomato, 
red sweet chile, green olives, onions 
and fine herbs. 

Some patrons top off lunch 
with a stop at a nearby bakery for a 
bag of warm cookies or cinnamon 
rolls right out of a clay oven. Others 
opt for burro rides around the town’s 
cobblestone lanes, a tour of its huge 
rooster farm or shopping for locally 
made handicrafts. A few hours later 
it’s time for most foreign visitors to 
head back to their cruise ships or to 
their hotels in Mazatlan. El Quelite 
has a few accommodations for over- 
night guests, including some rooms 
on the Los Laureanos grounds. 

Tours of El Quelite cost about 
$35 to $45 from Mazatlan. A tip: 
Check with the tour operator to 
see when the ulama games are 
scheduled.
